Manilla, May 12.— Fresh troops are 
beflnnlDg to go to the front. 

Two iNLttalions ot the Seveateenth 
lafutnr, th* regalan formerly ita- 
tiened at Columbus, 0., that have been 
lioldlne the lines about the city of 
Manilla, will Join Major Oeneral Mac- 
Artbur's -diTision at Saa Fernando at 
oaoe, and one bftttalion of tbe same 
reglMeBt will reinforce Major General 
Lawton's division near Bacalor. 

These troops are to be rephx i d here 
by tbe Twenty-flrst infantry regiment, 
wtalcb MTiyed from tbe United States 
oa tfee traaeport Bancock. 

Captain Grant of the Utab battery, 
whoae success in managing the army 
gunboats Laguna de Bay and Cava- 
donga, bas won for bim tbe aobrlquet 
of "the Dewey of the army," has been 
put in command ot the recently pur 
chased Spanish gunboats, whose arms 
the insurgents captured. These ves- 
•ela are now being prepared for opera- 
tloaa on tbe rlTeni aad along tbe coast.

Manilla. May 12.— Tbe Plret Ne- 
braska volunteer infantry Is taking the 
unusual step af respectfully p;'tilioniiig 
the division commander. Major (,;tu- 
eral MacArtbur, to temporarily relieve 
tlMm from duty at tbe front. Tbe reg- 
iment U badly exhausted by the cam- 
paign in which it has taken an active 
part, and not many more than 300 men 
of tbe organisation are at present tor 
duty. On Sunday last 160 men of the 
regiment respondtd to s'ck call. It ia 
added that many of the men have been 
unable to have their clothing washed 
for months past, bavinc l^n com- 
pelled during/;'! this time to sleep in 
their UBiformS, to be in readiness for 
fighting. The memorial adds that 
since Feb. 2 the regiment has lost J25 
men In killed and wounded, and 53 
•Ince tbe battle of IfalbMa.

He bas given no evi- 
dences whataver of insanity, saying 
only that Pierson, his uncle, abused 
bim and quarreled with him because 
he had been drtviac netsoD'a horse 
in the rain. 

He still insists that his dead uncle 
killed his grandmother, and that be 
then killed bis uncle out of revenge. 
He says he Is Porry that he killed his 
wife, btit did it l)ecause he Intended 
to kill himself and did not want her to 
live after he was gone.

Harrisburg, May 12. — The equestrian 
statue of Major Oeneral Hartrantt, in 
Capital park, was unveiled with im- 
pressive ceremonies in the presence of 
a large concourse of people. These 
exer( isf s wore fallowed by a parade, 
la which the survivors of tbe Third 
division of the Ninth army corps, com- 
manded by General Hartranft in the 
civil war, had the right of line. The 
procession also included the Ninth 
regiment of immunes from Camp 
Meade, a provisional brigade ot tbe 
national guard, and Grand Army posts 
and Sons of Veterans camps of Harris- 
burg and vicinity, and the Harrisburg 
fire department. 

London, May 12. — A deputation. In- 
cluding tbe Rt. Rev. Mandtll Creigb- 
ton, bishop' ot London; Mr. Hugh 
Price Hughes and others, reprcienfing 
several religious bodies, waited upon 
the m. Hon. Sir Matthew White Rid- 
ley, secretary of stata of tbe home de- 
partment, protesting against 7-day 
newspapers. Mr. John Bums said that 
Sunday was the British workingman's 
treasure, and that Sunday newnpaiiers 
were unnecessary. The home secretary 
replied that he was entirely in sympa- 
thy with tbe deputation, but that he 
was afraid tbe government could do 
notbins in tbe premises. 

Tornado In Maslco. 

Dallas, May 12. — A special from 
Eagle Pass, Tex., says the Hondo coal 
mine, 100 miles south of here, in Mex- 
ico, was vlsltad Wednesday by a ter- 
rific tornado, dealing death and de- 
struction mt tU pijttb. The upper story 
of the general ofllce, hotel, depot and 
pump bouse were blown uway. A 
string o( (reifht cars were carried sev- 
eral hundred yuila out oa tbe prairie. 
Blfht' bodies ha'v^ been recovered and 
others are supposed to be in the ruins. 
A great many were seriously wounded, 
among them Superintendent McKln- 
ney. Lawrence McKinney, bis son, is 
dead.

Charleston, S C, May 12.— The re- 
port of the historical committee was 
read before the Confederate Veterans 
at the morning session. The report 
was adopted. Robert Lee, Jr., the 
grandson of General Robert E. Lee, 
was introduced to the convention, and 
then Dr. J. L. M. Curry addressed the 
gathering. He declared there was no 
rebellion and no rebels, but a fight for 
principles and right. His speech tre- 
ated enthusia.sm. 

The committee on resolutions then 
reported the substitute for the resolu- 
tion on the federal cara af tbe Con- 
federate graves, recommending "the 
United Confederate Vrfraiis rT(jrd 
their sincere appreciation of the utter- 
ance of tbe presldtat of tbe United 
States, in Atlanta in December last, 
concerning the assumption of tbe care 
of the graves of our Confederate dead 
by the national government," that "we 
shall welcome any legislation which 
Ghail result in the care of the graves of 
our comrades In tbe northern states 
by our government." 

In regard to tbe Confederate dead, 
it recommends "the care of their final 
resting places is a sacred trust, dear to 
the hearta of southeim women, and we 
believe we can safely let it remain 
there." 

Rev. Taylor Martin of Pulaski, Va., 
spoke against the adoption of the re- 
port. He said the veterans had noth- 
ing to do with any suggestion from 
the president, and they would never 
be placed in the attitude of being un- 
der obligations to the government that 
slew southern men. He said the dead 
hemes had rather He in unmarked 
cTavfs. kept green by loyal southern 
woni' n than sleep lioneath the costliest 
monument the federal government 
could erect. 

Theodore H. Busbee of North Caro- 
lina declared In a spirited speech that 
it would be a discourtesy to the chief 
of the nation, and a disgrace to the 
Confederacy, If the report was not 
adoptad as received from the com- 
mittee. He said he was a Confederate 
soldier, but la now a citizen of the 
United States and loyal to rts flag. 

The adoption of the report, he said, 
meant that southern women would al- 
ways decorate and care for tbe graves 
In the south, but that the grave? in the 
north, where no southern women lived, 
would be cr\red for by the government, 
rather than go uncared for. 

Tbe discussion then grew very bitter 
and great confusion followed. 

"There's too much McKlnleylsm In 
it," shouted a veteran from the audi- 
ence. Various expressions followed 
this, many of them bitter and sensa- 
tional. The report was finally adopted 
with cheers. 

The United Confederate Veterans 
elected the following ofllcers for the 
ensuing year: Commander-ln-cbief 
General John B. QordMi; coqimander 
of the department of northern Vir- 
ginia, General Wade Hampton; com- 
mander department of Tennessee, Gen- 
eral Stephen D. Lee; commander of the 
department of tbe transmisslssippit 
General W. L. Cabell. 

In accepting General Cordon said 
there were now Confederate camps In 
PostoD, New York, Chicago and. Co- 
lumbus, 0. Tbe next reunion will be 
held at Louisville, Ky. 

Colqoitt D«r«at« 

Charleston, S. C, May 12.— W. J. 
Colquitt of Atlanta war eleeted com- 
mander-in-chief of the Sons of the 
Confederate Veterans. His only oppo- 
nent was Robert B. Lee of Virginia. 

BIS HOP POT TER

Washington., May 12. — Professor S. 
P. Langley, secretary ot tbe Smith- 
sonian institution, the inventor of the 

Aerodrome, who was given f.o.OOO l)y 
the board of ordnance to experiment 
with his flying machine for war put- 
poacs, made bis first test at Quantico, 
Va. Professor Langley. with the 
amount of money placed at his dis- 
posal, built a new and larger machine 
than that which he experimented two 
years ago. Tbe machine was launched 
from the top ot a houseboat anchored 
in a broad sweep of the Potomac, about 
three-quarters of a mile from the is- 
land owned by the Quantico Rod and 
Gun club. Tbe result was not so suc- 
cessful aa were Professor Laflgley's 
former axperimenta with the smaller 
machine. This machine soared aloft 
to a height of BOO feet, but tlesreridi .1 
after a horizontal flight of 300 feet. 

His former machine, which was pro- 
pelled by a small steam engine, flew 
three-quarters of a mile, aad only de- 
scended when the steam was exhaust- 
ed. It was understood that Profci'sor 
Langley was to overcome the limited 
power capacity of tbe power nucbine 
by use of a condensing engine, which 
could repeatedly utilise the condensed 
steam from the boiler.

He Is not even expected to await the 
cessation of hostllltiot:, but may start 
at once. The above notice posted indi- 
cates that the Olympia will not remain 
long enough to receive the next out- 
ward mail. 

Mr. Stevens, rrforred to, !s the navy 
department's a^ent at l.nrulon to dis- 
tribute all of the mail of tho United 
States warships in European watars, 
9o he will aea to it that tha Olympia 
receives hers as soon as she passes the 
Suez canal.
